GAME AND THE GAME LAWS. 
TO FRANK FORESTER. 

Knowing that the worthy whose name heads this sheet, was not to be 
found at ‘‘The Cedars” a fortnight ago, doubting whether he is there now, 
and uneertain whether he wil! be there for some time to come, I take the 
liberty of addressing a few words to him (with your kind permission) 
through your columns, with the belief that they will there reach him as 
speedily, and perhaps more surely, than if sent by mail. It may be, that 
what I am about to say is superfluous—I hope and trust that it is so—but, 
as Peter Probasco would say, ‘*‘ I have my doubts.” On page 267, Volume 
Ist., of his most admirable and finished work on Field Sports, he makes the 
following assertion: that the law—presented by him to the Sportsman’s 
Club (published in the “Spirit of the Times” of last January—has been 
presented by petition to the Legislature from the counties of Orange and 
Rockland, and passed by that body, for the benefit of those two counties. 
Until last July, I thought myself exactly what the author does, but hap- 
pening to be in Orange Co. at that time, to my surprise, I saw my friends 
residing there shooting away “right merrily,” as if naught had happened. 
On enquiry, I found that the new law, as passed for those counties, contained 
no mention whatever of the very bird for whose benefit it was passed! [I 
speedily found an Orange Co. paper, and eagerly scanning its columns, 
found my fears verified—the Scolopax Minor of the Naturalist, the Wood- 
cock of the Sportsman, was not noticed, directly or indirectly, in it: and 
what makes the matter worse, is this : the old game law having been an- 
nulled by the passage of the new; that this most truly sporting bird is now 
in say February, as well as in sultry July and frosty October, without pro- 
tection trom the ruthless ravages of the pot hunter, unskilled and defence- 
less from the too often unerring aim of the farmer’s boy.

DEATH OF EDWIN WESSON, THE CELEBRATED 
RIFLE MAKER. 


BY A BROTHER RIFLE SHOT. 

Epwin Wesson dead? Can that be so? Can that well-knit frame, 
moulded for three score years and ten, be deserted by the unwilling spirit of 
hopeful, mid-aged manhood? Can that massive chamber of the soul, the 
mark and measure of the man, be now untenanted? Can those watchful 
portals of the spirit, so bright, so blue, so open, and so winning, be closed 
in everlasting s\umber ? Can those busy fingers, the cunning agents of 
quick thought, be stilled in the cold clasp of stern, unpitying death? Can 
that be so, and wealive to knowit? Alas! ’tis too true—teo sad—too 
chilling,—Edwin Wesson’s soul has fled ‘* to that bourne from whence no 
traveller returns.” 

But Edwin Wesson, is not dead? Oh,no! He yet lives in the fond 
memories of his family, his relatives, his friends; and when all these, in 
lapse of time, are swept away, his name and skill, like Manton’s, will yet 
be cherished by generations now unborn! 

Twas last Summer, in the joyous month of June, that we met for the last 
time on earth, to greet, to mingle in enquiring thought, to argue and dis- 
cuss; and for recreation stroll along the shaded walks and watch gay na- 
ture’s painted face, or ply the busy oar on the trout loving, sky blue waters 
of the winding Kainandaigua ; and other friends were there, whose souls 
will ache at the unwelcome news, for Edwin Wesson had the double gift 
—how rare !—of winning and of keeping friends, 

Edwin Wesson died at his residence at Hartford, Conn., on the 31st Jan., 
from a combined attack of influenza, erysipeles, and inflammation of the 
lungs. He has left a wife and two adopted children. He removed from 
Northboro’, Mass., about a year ago, to Hartford, and had just completed 
the erection of a large manufactory and machinery for the purpose of mak- 
ing the ** patent muzzled” or * Improved American Rifles,” in numbers 
sufficient tomeetthe demand. The manufaciuring o' that celebrated weapon, 
known as the ‘“* Wesson Rifle,” will, in future, be carried on oy his bre- 
ther, Daniel, an able mechanic, who has fur some time had the coutrol of 
the mec ,anical departwenot in the factory at Hartford. 

Edwin Wesson was in bis 37th year, just verging on the prime of man- 
hood ; and his body has beeo sent to bis triends at Worcester, Mass., for 
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THE HAUNTED HOUSE.

Now there used to stand in what was then called Harlaem lane—now I 
believe the place is cut up into city lots, 1 never could find it—but there | 
stood there then, surrounded by woods, and embedded in a grove of weep- 
ing willows, a country house, ‘all of the olden time,” with a long piazza 
in front, up and down which many a happy pair have walked their mile 
a good deal outside of three minutes—I used once to know the number of 
times necessary to make the required distance, but I forget it now— I think

Editer of the Michigan State Journal.—Dear Sir: There has been a 
great deal said and written of late years about cheap justice, and at length 
our sapient legislators, or the majority of them, imagined they had obtained 
the desired object when they modeled the ‘‘ County Court.” Now I have 
nothing to say pro or con of the merits of the system, but I have a storv 
to tell of the working of it.

that stood between them. He hurried to the scratch at every round, and 
commenced leading off right and left, and when obliged to take it more se 
verely than he bargained for, invariably rushed in for a clinch, notwith- 
standing each succeeding round proved more conclusively than those which 
had gone before, he could not throw his man, and that those reverses in 
variably brought upon him the severest punishment of all. He was twis- 
ted to the ground invariably by the superior strength of his antagonist, and 
what in view of this was surprising to his friends, he would resist rec 
every time, instead of slipping down 28 easy as possible to save his 
ength. 
—o Hyer’s lying on him to the extent he did, there has been much 
dispute. and while one party claims it to have been “ foul,” the other in- 
sist that it was a pardonable advantage. Between these two opinions the 
referee decided “fair.” He decided so, properly. There is no rule in 
‘‘ Fistiana” which prescribes the length of time which a man may be al- 
lowed to lie upon another between the rounds, but the common law of the 
ring gives to each side the possession of their man, the instant the round 
is ended. Sullivan was, therefore, the property of his seconds the instant 
he touched the ground, and they were entitled to him, though obliged to 
throw twenty men from his body to get at him. It was natural for Hyer’s 
seconds to let him lie when he had the advantage, but it was the duty of 
Sullivan’s seconds to insist upon their rights and to acquaint the other side 
that, if they did not take their man off in time, they would throw him off. 
This they had a right to do, and the result of their not heviag done it, was, 
that while Hyer, after the struggle and the throw, would repose at ease on 
Sullivan’s body and draw respirations of fresh atmosphere, Sullivan wae 
crushed with the incumbent weight, and capable of catching only a few 
muiiied breaths. In addition to this, Hyer being lifted first, got to his se- 
cond’s knee in advance, while Sullivan would scarcely reach his corner 
and have his blanket thrown upon his shoulders, before time would be 
called, and he would be started to his feet. He would then run at bis ene- 
wy, and irritated from his balance, would rush upon the punishment which 
he received. Had he been well treated, he might have preserved his tem- 
per and fought a little longer, but no treatment could have made him win. 
He was overmatched, and the man whom he was fighting against, exceeded 
all expectations, both for skill and strength. It is due to Hyer tostate at 
this portion of our remarks, that he is not personally chargeable with any 
impropriety in lying on Sullivan ashedid. It was his duty tof lie ex- 
actly where he fell till lifted by his seconds and carried to his corner. The 
question was between the seconds altogether, and the fault lay heaviest 
against the seconds of Sullivan himself, for not insisting more promptly 
and courageously on their rights. Had the other side seen that they were 
determined to have their man the instant he touched the ground, they 
would have been glad to have removed Hyer out of their way. Theclaim 
of “foul,” therefore, for what was the result of their own negligence, 
could not stand, and Sullivan was the victim of untoward circumstances. 
From the first to last, however, he had no chance to win. The reception 
of the first hit staggered him and his friends, while the loss of the fall after 
the mest desperate efforts of his underhold, must have convinced him that 
he wasovermatched. There was then nothing left but desperate fighting 
aud an instalment of revenge upon the mutual quarrel, What share he 
got of this, the reader has already seen, but it is our business to say, that 
newight have got more personal satisfaction if he had received proper 
care, and not been stifled out of a large portion of his time He fought 
well vader the circumstances, and nothing could have exceeded the ot 
age with which he confronted an assured fate. It was a terrific struggle. 
The motives which governed it were Ambition, Avarice and Revenge, and 
. combination of such master passions could not but stimulate a bloody 
climax. 
_ There never was, perhaps, a battle in which there was so much fighting 
in 60 short a space of time; none, certainly, in which more resolute pun- 
ishment was given and taken, without flinching on either side. The his 
tory of the fight consists in the fact that Sullivan was overmatched ; and in 
the further fact that Hyer showed himself capable of matching any man of 
his size and weight, doubtless, who exists in Britain or the United States. 
We will conclude, therefore, with our remarks of last week, that he has 
earned all the laurels which may be gathered from the brutal soil of the 
arena, and we trust that while he regards himself as the “ Champion of 
America,” he will deserve the title in a double sense, by striving hence- 
ferth to be the most peaceable and unoffending man.

that opinion. That colors are important I admit, and that neatness and 
strength in tying on, are almost indispensible is true, but that a turn more 
or less of gold or silver wire—a hair more or less for a tail, and all simi- 
lar minutiz in making flies are material, I can never believe. 

Examine any artificial with the natural fly it is meant to represent, and 
then say if our speckled friends are critical as to likenesses ; or can they 
comprehend or appreciate microscopic differences of color or texture, 
when they gulp down a midge fly with a hook projecting from it, almost 
as thick as the body of the counterfeit insect, ‘* asking no questions for 
Conscience sake.” An artificial fly should be neatly made, it is then more 
like an insect. It should be strongly tied so that the teeth of the fish shall 
not pull it to pieces. If the day be dark and windy, or if the water be 
clouded, it should be large and gaudy—for then it attracts the notice of the 
fish. On the contrary, if the water is smooth and clear, and the sky is 
bright, then give me a small fly of dull colors, for a gaudy large one is too 
conspicuous, and breaks the water too much in its fall. 

The flies you sent are of good medium size, and are such as I would use 
three days out of four, but for silver spring when it is as smeoth as a mir- 
ror I would select smaller ones, say on No. 8 or No. 9 hooks. 

Ten of those sent have wings—the other eight are hackles, the former 
are much preferable to the latter, at least I have never been successful 
with hackles without wings. My favorite flies are those with grey wings of 
any shade—those with wings from the dark feathers on the backs of snipe, 
woodcock or partridge—and those with slate or dun wings. For bodies, | 
often make them entirely of red hackles—and find them very effective with 
any of the wings mentioned—so too,Jbodies of a dirty yellowish white of 
bright yellow—of red and of slate color, with a turn or two of hackle of 
any color, are good. The merit of these turns of hackle is not so much 
that they make legs to the insect, as that they serve to break the fall of the 
hook in the water, which I consider of the first importance, for no one 
knows better than yourself, that when you can throw out straight, some 
forty feet of line, and have the fly at the end of it, lighi so gently that you 
can scarce tell when it touches the water, that in almost any stream, or on 
any day you can fill your besket. My objections to floss ailk bodies, unless 
very thin, is that they absorb too much water gand fall heavily in conse- 
quence. Feathers, on the contrary, are always light and don’t hold wae 
ter. 

We-have had very fine shooting this fall, forty birds, partridges and 
woodcocks, being about the average of B. P. and myself. Our brag excur- 
sion was one tothe South Mountain, where we bagged fourteen pheasants— 
and lost three that were knocked down in an impenetrable swamp—9 
woodcock, 8 partridges, and three rabbits. In our last excursion to the 
mountain, we got but eight; the rumour of the seventeen pheasants bagged 
or killed had got abroad, and every sportsman and pretender in this region, 
as a matter of course, went to the grounds on which we had been shoot- 
ing, and although they did but little damage in the way of killing, they 
frightened the birds until we found it next to impossible to get near them. 
I shall keep a look out for the delicate casting lines.

A TRAIT IN THE LIFE OF THE EMPEROR 
NICHOLAS. 


TRANSLATED FROM THE FRENCH, BY LEOPOLD WRAY, 





The crying iniquities of the Lettres de Cachet, the abuse of which it is 
now needless to dwell on, were not peculiar to France, but may be traced 
throughout Europe, disguised under various forms and names. Iv England, 
the Bastile was the Tower of London ; in Pruesia, the fortress of Spandau ; 
in Spain, the castle of Pampeluna ; in Russia, it was represented by Sibe- 
ria. The following well authenticated fact, the last scenes of which have 
been under our very eyes, may be deemed interesting, as a matter of com- 
parison. 

No sight is more striking than a review at St. Petersburg, under the bal- 
conies of the marble palace, or in the place of the Admiralty. The bronzed 
faces of the soldiers, the unmoved siernness of their aspect, the autom- 
aton-like precision of their evolutions, the strange mixture of costumes, 
as varied as the different races that wear them—here the Tcherkesses, in 
oriental uniform—there the royal guardsmen, with their silver breast- plates, 
in the midst of which shines a golden sun—then the dragoons, in black 
heln.ets, and the Don Cossacks, with their long lances;—and, most re- 
markable of all, the towering figure of the Emperor, towering above the 
rest, and surrounded by his staff, consisting of the most high-born nobles, 
and the finest men of the Empire—all combine to form an unparalleled 
scene, baffling all description, and the characteristics of which are as diffi- 
cult for the imagination to picture to itself, as for the pen to describe. 

This military ceremony is held in St. Petersburg every year, on Easter 
Sunday. It took place, as usual, in 1843, and would have presented no 
peculiar feature to speculate upon, had not the Emperor, during the whole 
time of the parade, appeared in company with a little old man, dressed in 
a white coat, turned up with red, yellow leather breeches, white buckles 
in his shoes, and a three-cornered hat, and white aigret, who followed him 
about with a look of bewilderment, mixed with sadness. 

The sight of a costume belonging to the time of Catherine II., of course 
excited the greatest surprise, and gave rise to a thousand conjectures. The 
truth, however, was soon made known ; and we will repeat, in the fewest 
possible words, the mournful tale of the old man with the white plume, as 
we heard it related on the apot. 

Potemkin was at once the most singular and the most lucky man of the 
age he lived in. When an ensign in the body-guard, he had the good for- 
tune to be noticed by the Empress, in whose service he drew his sword, at 
the time of the revolution that occasioned the death of Peter III. He was 
handsome, enterprising, »nd ambitious; he became her faverite, and com- 
pletely subjugated the strong-minded woman, whom the Orloffs had fright- 
ened, but had vainly endeavored to subdue, The career of this illustrious 
adventurer offers an example of, perhaps, the most wonderful and fantastic 
mode of existence, that the pages of history ever afforded. Every body 
knows the deligntful sketch which the Prince de Ligne drew of him, in 
the following words :— 

**] see him,” (thus he wrete from Oczakow,) ** the commander of an ar- 
my, to all appearance, extremely lazy, yet incessantly working ; whose only 
desk are his knees, and who employs no other comb than his fingers; a 
coward for his soldiers, yet brave for himself ; stopping under the discharge 
of a battery to give his orders, yet more of an Ulysses withal than an Achil- 
les ; morose, incorstant, at once a profound philosopher, a clever minister, 
a sublime politician, and achild of ten years old ; making a sign of the 
cross with one hand, and signs to any women who happen to please him, 
with the other. With arms folded piously over his breast, at the foot ot 
the Madonna, one moment, and flung round his mistress’s snowy throat the 
next ; more prone to give away money than to pay his debts; prodigiously 
rich, yet not worth a farthing ; talking of theology to his generals, and of 
war to his archbishops ; wanting, like a child, to snatch at everything, yet 
capable of foregoing all things, like a great man ; careless of his person, and 
almost bent double in the privacy of home; yet proud, handsome, noble, | 
majestic, or fascinating, when he stands erect before his army, like Aga- 
memnon in the midst of the Kings of Greece.” 


Not the least surprising part of his destiny was, the fact of his being able 
to maintain, to his latest hour, the brilliant and perilous rank where chance 
had placed him. He did not even take the trouble to counterfeit those vir- 
tues that he possessed not. Openly ambitious, and as openly tyrannical, 
he took his seat near the steps of the throne, as though he had been ebti- 
tled to such an honor by birth ; he exhausted the public treasury by his 
munificence—seized on Biren’s patrimony in Courtland—coveted Poland 
—looked with an eye ot envy on the East—and reigned during eighteen 
years through the terror he inspired, yet without staining the scaffold, even 
once, with blood. Then, weary of glory, disgusted with the world—un- 
happy, in short, by dint of excessive good fortune—he died upon the high 
road, in the prime of life, wrapped in his mantie, without a pious hand 
being found to commit his remains to the earth, still less a friend to weep 
over his untimely end.

ed. Remain in St. Petersburg ; a pension of four thousand rubles is hence- 
forth insured to you ; it is Russia that gives it.” 


Major Tcheghelowski has religiously preserved the uniform he wore in 
the eighteenth century. Notwithstanding his advanced age, nearly a hun- 
dred and seven years, he may be seen walking about, onthe Newtki Parade, 
with a figure still erect, and a mildly serene countenance; looking with 
the greatest surprise on the changes that seventy years have eflected in 
society, and talking, with a degree of enthusiam that the saows of age have 
not yet frozen, of Catherine II., the Prince de Ligne, Count Segur, and 
Alexis Orloff, as if all these personages were still to be found in the halls 
of the Hermitage, or in the garden of the Touride Palace. 

On reaching the capital, his first care had been to write his will. It con- 
sisted of the tollowing words: 

‘‘T request, as a last favor, that I may be buried with the gloves that 
will be found fastened to my neck by a black ribbon.”

THE ENGLISH GOVERNMENT AND ITS ABUSES. 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT —— NEW YORK COURIER AND

British polities isa field of almost illimitable extent, andthe man would 
be foolhardy, if he was not a fool indeed, who should undertake to map 
out the entire English system of government in the columns of a newspa- 
per. I only propose to devote this and two or three subsequent letters to 
a cursory skeich of evils and abuses, which are now more or less exciting 
the public mind of the Kingdom, and which particularly strke the atten- 
tion of the American observer. For the sake of method, I skall glance a‘ 
the various branches of government successively, and for the sake of defi- 
niteness shall freely employ numerical statements and special illustrations, 
when I have them at hand and am convinced of their correctness. 

There is in America a certain iribe of demagegues, who meke hatred to 
England the prime criterion of American patriotism. With such men I 
disclaim all alliance, all sympathy: and if I believed that one word of 
what I have written, or shall write, woald be construed in their favor, I 
would not pen another syllable. Increased familiarity with England has 
made me prouder that English blood flowed inthe veins of my Puritan 
ancestors, and prouder that I was born under a Constitution which was 
reared on the great principles of English Law and Liberty. In British 
skill and industry, and enterprise, and courage, and probity, and philaa- 
thropy, and love of justice, and allegiance to principle, and devotion to 
great ideas, and attachment to order and loyalty in its exalted sense, I re- 
cognize, as an American, the glorious attributes of a kindred race. Jeal- 
ous as I may be of the national aggrandizement of England, I find some- 
thing to admire in her opulence, her martial renown, her mighty naval 
strength, her gigantic commerce, her almost omnipotent mechanical pow- 
er, her exhaustless credit and ber stainless faith ; and I can even look with 
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ed in sight on the bridge of Troist, the princess leaned on the balcony, and 
her eyes seemed to be wandering in search of some one; then, either de- 
signedly or by accident, she let fall one of her gloves.

Nowhere, but in our own country, do both of these great agents pos- 
sess such inviolable sanctity as in England ; and consequently nowhere, 
that same land of Washington excepted, is thereto be tound so success. 

The Amer- 
iean who sees no reason in all this may be a republican, but he is more 
certainly a bigot. Heis a blind worshipper of political dogmas, and pos. 
sesses a spirit identical in essence with that religious or rather irreligious 
bigotry, which anathematizes and sends to perdition all who do not use its 
ritual and adopt its creed. 
BRITISH ROYALTY. 

Although, as faras respects the personal exercise of political power, 
the British sovereign can hardly be called a substantial entity, yet there 
is one way in which she makes her existence obvious to the dullest sensi- 
bilities of ber subjects. Thecivil list conferred by act of Parliament on 
her Majesty, as her regular annual allowance, is £385,000 sterling, or near- 
ly two millions of dollars. Of this enormous sum, £60,009 are assigned 
for her own private use, and the remainder is expended in the depart- 
ments of the Lord Chamberlain, the Lord Steward, and the Master of 
the Horse ; and in royal bounties, charities, pensions, and special servi- 
ces. 

The function of the Lord Chamberlain, who is always a peer of the 
realm, is to exercise general supervision over the Queen’s apartments, and 
to make arrangements in regard to chaplains, physicians, artisans, musi- 
sicians, and in regard to furniture, wardrobe, &c. The appointiment 
is. always political, and terminates at the close of every administra 
tion. The Lord Chamberlain never performs the duties of his office in 
person, but his salary is none the less on thataccount. It amounts to £2000, 
or nearly $10,000 annually. In his department are a vast number of func- 
tionaries, or rather dignitaries, since very many of the offices are mere 
sinecures. A Master of the Robes, whose station is merely honorary, re 
ceives annually $2500—I reduce it to Federal money for the convenience 
of your readers; eight Ladies ot the Bedchamber, whose only duty is to 
visit and dine with her Majesty three fortnights in the year, and who in-

dollars, and the Surveyor of Pictures and the Masters of the Tennis Court 
each high salaries. Sixty chaplains, and twenty different Physicians are 
attached to the court, some performing services and receiving pay pon 
others not. One hundred and forty yeomen of the guard, whose only du 
ty is to attend upon her majesty on state occasions,in the King’s Guard 
costume of the sixteeuth century, enjoy salaries, amounting in the a 
gregate to 60,000 dollars. The entire sum expended in the Lord Chan. 
berlain’s department, including household salaries and tradesmens’ }j\\, 
is 350,000 dollars. " 
The Lord High Steward, always of noble birth, has a salary of $10 009 . 
his duty, which is always performed by proxy, is to govern the Queen's 
household, and to provide for the culinary department. He has under him 
quite a little army of .reasurers, comptrollers, secretaries, clerks, store. 
keepers, ‘‘ yeomen of the pantry,” bakers, confectioners, cooks, table 
deckers, porters, &c. He is also chief judge of the Court of the Mar. 
shalsea, which consists of nine marshalmen, whose business is the adminis. 
tration of justice between the Queen’s servants, The total expenditure of 
se: Lord Steward’s department amounts annually to about 600,000 dol. 
ars. 

The Master of the Horse, who has charge of Her Majesty’s horses and 
stables, has a salary of $12,000 ; and he has under him a large number of 
equerries, pages, postillions, coachmen, grooms, footmen, &c., all paid 
with liberal salaries. In his depariment, as in every other in the British 
government, there is no want of sinecures. A Master of the Buckhounds 
who has no duties whatever, receives $8,000 annually ; and a Graud Fal. 
coner, although Her Majesty posyesses not asiagle hawk, hasan annual 
salary of $6,000. The total expenses of the Master of the Horses’ de- 
partment, is $325,000 annually. The office is now held by the Duke of 
Norfolk, the peer next in precedence to the Royal Family. His ances- 
tors, clear back to the Reformation, were, as he himself is, of the Roman 
Catholic faita, and suffered heavy disabilities and amercements on account 
of their religion. It was a sight, curious and suggestive enough, to behold, 
as I did, last September, on the occasion of the royal prorogation of Par. 
liament, this sturdy disciple of Rome, seated in his official capacity, in the 
Royal State carriage, as the special attendant of her Majesty, the Head o/ 
the Established Church. Pym 

Besides the enormous list, specified above, large appropriations are cur. 
stantly made for the maintenance of the Royal Palaces, castles, pavillions, 
mews, parks, gardens, pleasure grounds. stables, &c. The Royal Family 
also draw heavily upon the public purse.—Priuce Albert, as Royal Con- 
sort, the duties of which station are pretty much limited to the registration 
at Somerset House of the additions to his family, receives annually 30,000 
pounds, or nearly $150,000! Andas Field Marshal in the Army, a Co- 
lonel in the Foot Guards, Constable of Windsor Castle, Ranger of Wind- 
sor Park, and Lord Warden of the Stanuaries; most of which posts are 
absolute sinecures, he obtains every year, at least $40,000 more. Adelaide, 
the Queen Dowager, relict of the late William IV., has an annual allow- 
ance of 100.000 pounds. The Duchess of Kent, the Queen’s mother, re- 
ceives 30,000 pounds. One of the Queen’s uncles, the Duke of Cam- 
bridge, receives 27,000 pounds ; another, the Duke of Cumberland, now 
King of Hanover, 20,000 pounds. Another member of the Royal Family, 
Leopold, King of the Belgians, receives 50,000 pounds ; and the Ducness 
ot Gloucester, the Queen’s aunt, 16,000 pounds. 


The grants made by Parliament from year to year, for the Royal accom- 
modation, and for royal salaries and pensions, do not average less than 
three millions and a halt of dollars. For the maintenance of the Royal 
dignity, avery large sum which does not appear in this calculation, 3s 
sunk in plate, jewels, &c. The Queen’s plate, at St. James’s palace Woue, 
is estimated to be worth two millions of pounds. The Crown Jewels Kepr 
at the Tower of London are valued at three millions of pounds. The 
crown worn by Her Majesty on state occasions, is worth about £119,0 0 
and that used by her at her coronation, as I was told by its showman, is 
prized at one million pounds, For the consideration of a single sixpence, 
my republican vision has been dazzled by the sight of. this latter maguiti 
cent diadem. Its ground work is red velvet, and it is covered with one 
blazing mass of opals, sapphires and diamonds. Around this imperial 
crown, were ranged various diadems, sceptres, orbs, swords of justice aid

A correspondence appears in the papers, announcing the invitation of 
Richard H. Dana to deliver his course of Lectures on Shakspeare, in this 
city, and his acceptance of the call. We invite the attention of the public 
to the promised course, as a rare opportunity of mental entertainment and 
culture, in the true sense of the word. The lectures, eight in number, will 
commence on Wednesday, next week. 


“* The Lyceum Gallery ot the Works ot the Old Masters,” will be open 
free to the public, from 9 A. M. to 10 P. M., for the period of one week, 
commencing on Wednesday, the 7th of February. There are more than 
100 paintings by the ‘‘Great Masters,” and 700 engravings, in this Gallery. 
It is always well worth visiting ; and its attractions have lately been in- 
creased by the addition of many works of art lately imported. 


The routes to the Pacific are engaging the attention of Congress and the 
Press. The subject bids fair to be exhausted, every species of project, 
chimerical and otherwise, being brought into view. There are the routes 
across the Isthmus and Tehuantepec ; the railways by the desert and the 
Rocky Mountains—Mr. Whitney’s scheme ; and others. Charles Ellet, a 
civil engineer, of Philadelphia, proposes a plank road, which might be tra- 
velled at seven miles an hour, and San Francisco thus be reached from St. 
Louis in twelve days. The road, according to his estimate, could be con- 
structed in two seasons, at a cost of two (?) millions. 


Congress has been petitioned to build a telegraph from the coast of New- 
foundland to Ireland! It is stated that a sub-marine bank of table land ex- 
tends across, and an appropriation and the use of a public vessel is asked to 
test the theory. It soundings can be got, buoys can be anchored at ten 
miles apart, to support the lines, in cork tubes. If there are no soundings, 
the buoys to be anchored by buckets.

The finest copy is said to be in the possession ot Mr. Daniel, of Isling- 
ton. Mr. Rodd, the bookseller, is preparing a complete catalogue. 

The dramatic entertainments at Windsor Castle, under the direction of 
Charles Kean, are proceeding with entire success. In the cast of Hamlet 
we perceive Farren as Polonius, Vandenhoff as the Ghost, the Queen, Mrs. 
Warren, Hamlet and Ophelia, of course, by Mr. and Mrs. Kean. 


Mr. Macready, at the close of his Savannah engagement, stated, ‘‘ the 
single fact, that in my own country there is now no longer any theatre, 
where the works of our divine Shakspeare can be adequately represented, 
is the cause why I have decided on relinquishing the exercise of my art 
some years earlier in life than my illustrious predecessors.”

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CHARLESTON (8. C.) RACES. 
Washington,Course. 

We are indebted to the Charleston ‘* Courier” for the annexed report of 
the annual meeting of the time-honored South Carolina Jockey Club. It 
is from the able pen of Dr. Joun B. InvinG, the esteemed Secretary of the 
Club, whom we are proud to claim among the most popular of our corres- 


pondents. " 

The vast number of our country friends, that we now see in town, who 
seldom visit Charleston except at this particular period, and the crowd of 
strangers that is daily flucking in from all directions, with something, 
doubtless, of * a truant disposition” to see strange sights, and to be in the 
way of enjoyment, reminds us that “ this is race week,’ and that our an- 
nual Races commence to-morrow, the 7th inst., taking place about a fort- 
night earlier than usual of late years, the time of holding our meeting 
having been changed from the last to the first week in February. We hope 
this change will eventuate well, but we confess we have our misgivings as 
to its posicy. In our recollection once before has this been attempted. It 
was fairly tried, and failed; the members of the Club, ‘ for good and suf- 
ficient reasons, thereuntothem moving,” soon changing back again, the 
experience of a few seasons proving that it would not answer. From the 
first organization of the Club in 1786, our Races have beeu held towards 
the end of February, with the exception of a few years, when owing to 
unavoidable circumstances they took place a little earlier. In 1818 an ef- 
fort was made to alter the rule so as to fix the Races permanently for the 
first week in February ; by a very unanimous vote it was resolved, that 
the annual Races should in future be ran on the first Wednesday, and two 
following Jays in every February. This arrangement continued in force 
until the year 1822, when, by an equally decided vote, the time was exten- 
ded to the first Wednesday after the second Menday in the month. This 
was gaining a little, but it seems not all that the majority thought likely 
to be conducive most to the interest of the Club and best accommodate its 
meeting to those of other Clubs in this State and Georgia, for at the very 
next meeting, 1723, an overwhelming vote fixed the Races for the last 
Wednesday in February ! and this, ever since, has been. the date of our 
Races up to the present season. 

We have said, we doubt the policy of any change. It cannot be denied, 
that with the exception of two days, the month of January, and as far as 
we have got into February, has been uncommonly fine this season—more 
like sprisg, than mid winter ; nevertheless, the weather at the beginning 
of this month is generally inclement, consequently untavorable to racing— 
to the sport itself, as well as to the attendance on the course—we predict, 
therefore, without wishing tosay any thing more on the subject, that the 
present generation will think, as those who have gone before them did, 
and wil] soon see the propriety of returning tothe old rule, under which 
the South Carolina Jockey Club has so long flourished, and been as an as- 
sociation ‘* to importinto, and encourage a good breed of Horses in this 
State,” so popular with the friends of the Turf every where, at home as 
well asabroad. The first Wednesday after the third Monday in February, 
the rule as hitherto existing for the commencement of the annual meeting 
in Charleston, is preferable to the first Wednesday for many reasons—upon 
which, however, it is not our purpose to dilate—our province in this mat- 
ter being not to show how things ought to be, but how they are, and what 
sport they promise to the public ! 

With the exception of the change above mentioned, nothing of general 
interest has occurred since the last meeting. The Sweepstakes were 
opened, but did not fill as well as in former seasons. We think this may 
be accounted for by the limited time allowed for nominating. The first 
of August is quite early enough, instead of the firstof May, and would al 
ways insure a larger field ; that is, if there are any young things coming 
forward at all, throughout the country. Sufficient time, at all events, 
would then be afforded for a trial of the two and three year olds, that would 
be likely to be named, and their owners would with greater confidence en- 
gage them in the Stakes, the club so liberally opens tapublic competi- 

D. 

Owe remember the very first year these Stakes were institeted, the time 
for closing was fixed for the first of May, but that period transpired, and 
not a single name was sent to the Secretary. A meeting of the Stewards 
was consequently held, and the time extended to the first of August, by 
which a large entry was secured, and afine field of colts and fillies came 
to tue post—it was Revenue’s year, when, it will be recollected by all our 
turfmen, he beat, after a severe race, the celebrated Shark, and several 
others. It will behove the stewards, and we, therefore, respectfully sug- 
gest to them, to look to this matter another season. 

** Now, who that has felt the joy intense 

To tempt the torreat, to dare the fence, 

But feels each pleasure besides, give place 

To the manly danger that waits the chace.”’ 


This is the carol of an English sportsman, fond of the excitement to be 
derived, either from following the hounds ina Fox Hunt, or in the more 
dangerous aud modern amusement of riding a Steeple Chase, but as we in- 
finitely prefer a race of the legitimate character, we will take the liberty 
of paraphrasing these lines, to suit our own inclinations, aad *‘ all these of 
our inclining,” and then apply them to our present purpose. 


Who that has seen two well train’d coursers bound 
High mettled and swift o’er a well turf’d ground, 
But feels every pleasure beside, give place 

To the pleasure deriv’d from a well run race. 


Yesterday our Races commenced under peculiarly favorable auspices, 
the weather was fine, and the air bracing. From the recent drought, the 
track it was thought would be dusty, and heavy perhaps in certain spots, 
but the diligence of the Stewards, by having the Course watered and wel! 
rolled, in a great measure remedied the annoyance, and disadvantage to 
making good time, that'might have arisen from these causes. The fame 
of the horses. entered drew together a goodly company. At about 12 o’clock 
the departure for the Course began—the procession of pedestrians was 
immense ; some of the lads of the village availed themselves of the bus- 
ses, (which were crowded within and without,) fo take it easy, and re- 
serve their perambulations for the immediate scene of excitement. The 
show of private carriages, of the holyday or Corinthian order, as in other 
and better times, was cheering, giving consequence and eclat to the as- 
semblage—these, on arriving atthe Grand Stand, discharged their fair 
freight, with order and regularity, wheeling round to the space allotted 
to them, and thus giving way to others as they drove up. The advantage 
of separate entrances to the Course was very apparent this year; whilst 

** Those who drive at random, 
Whisky, buggy, gig or dog cart, curricle or tandem,” 
had a gate appropriated tu their special accommodation, and the pedestri- 
ans another, the members of the club, using, of course, their privat~ gate, 
all confusion was avoided both in entering and departing from the 
Course. 

As thehour approached for starting the horses, the inclosure about the 
stand was well filled by the members and their invited guests, whilst the 
Grand Stand, its portico and saloon, presented a beautiful appearance. The 
day being fiue, numbers of the softer sex brightened the scene with their 
presence, ideatifying themselves with the noble diversion, in which either 
their husbands, brothers, or Jovers, seemed to take so much interest, and 
appear to such advantage, not only from the agreeable enjoyment the sport 
itself futuishes, but the charm and refinemeatthe presence of ladies mani- 
festly occasions—proof of the wisdom and truth of the prevailing senti- 
ment, that no pursuit can be suecessful, or happiness in this world perfect, 
unless we secure for it the approving smiles of Woman! It cannot be 
denied that they do lead enchantment to every ecene ! 

Since the last season, we remarked a Change in the stand. 
one of the fixtures—‘‘Poor Miller,” who, after a service ot many seasons, 
as a gentleman usher tothe ladies at the principal door of ingress, has re- 
tired from his post of honor, aud gone to that bourne whence no travel'er 
returns to teil the tale of darkuess! 

We confess we dislike to miss a familiar face associated with any particu- 
lar enjoyment—it seems as if there was a link gone that bound ourself to 
it, and we cannot but feel that the pleasure Hitherto derivable from it is 
Consequently in a great degree weakened. 

But the signal drum for preparation has beaten, andthe competitors have 
made their appearance in the circle—some very spirited betting commenc. 
ed. Both having their admirers, neither could be pronounced exactly the 
body eee ee clique, we think Boston bad the call, but every- 
) ated either side, to any amount even, by looking a 
litthe for their meu. Both horses had been out the day before, aud taken 
some sharp exercise ; Shark in the morning early, and Bostona in the af- 
ternoon, To all who saw them moving, they were quite satisfactory, both 


appearing to go well—on stripping, Bostona realized all that had been said 
of her improved form since last year, and Shark increased the confidence 
of his backers by his fine and strong proportions. _ 

Before we proceed further, we will now give the different performances 
of these two celebrated horses on our track, kaving been applied to very 
frequently for the information, pending their race yesterday. 

Shark came out in his three year old form in 1847, in a sweepstakes, 2 
mile heats, he was beaten by Revenue after a hard race of 4 heats. Shark 
winning the 3d heat—Rio Grande the first heat, and Revenue the 2d and 
4th heats. 

The following season, ’48, he won the purse given by the Club, for 4 
mile heats on Wednesday, and on the Saturday the Handicap Race, 3 mile 
heats, beating Countess and Bostona. au 

Bostona was nominated for the Sweepstakes for 3 year olds, in 1847, but 
paid forfeit. 

She started in 1848 on the 3 mile day, and won her race in 5:52, and 6:06, 
beating Rosemary and b. m. by Sarpedon ; on Saturday, in the same week, 
she ran for the Handicap, 3 mile heats, running the last heat with her rider 
on her neck. the saddle having slipt. 

After the Races, a very numerous party partook of an excellent dinner, 
provided by Lee, in his usual style of abundance. It was served up inthe 
Military Hall, the use of that building having been very graciously granted 
to the Club by Gen. Cruikshank. The dinner passed off as all such enter- 
tainments usually do—fun, frolic, and merriment, abounding—the conver- 
sation being of an eager gossiping character, discussing all that had taken 
place in the morning, and the general demeanor of every one appearing as 
if it was never to languish for want of fresh material. Champagne flowed 
in abundance—corks flew sorapidly as to indicate the probabiiity that some- 
body would be very apt to be corked before the fun was allover. Mr. Wil- 
son, the distinguished vocalist, was present by invitation. The laugh, the 
joke, the song, the toast, prevailed, and all ‘*‘ went merry as a marriage 
Bell.” The usual toasts were received with enthusiasm—‘‘ The Turf’— 
*The sons and daughters of Boston.” P : 

The Governor of the State was expected, and by a becoming resolution 
of the Club, the hospitalities of the Club were extended to the commis: 
sioned officers of the Palmetto Regiment, who served in Mexico during the 
recent war. More than one of these youthful heroes, ‘* qui redit exuvias 
indutus Achillis,” bearing his blushing honors thick upon him, with the 
meekness and modesty characteristic of a refined gentleman and a brave 
soldier, was present. We would have been happy to have seen more of 
them than we did, in the places, prepared for them, although, in one sense, 
they never could have been more out of place, for they never can become 
distinguished on the Turf. {La common with all their gallant compatriots 
in arms, their recent training has only proved that unlike the high met- 
tled Racer, they never can be made to run ! ! 

As nething else occurs to us at present interesting enough to be noticed, 
we will now proceed to give a report of the racing :—

This race is easily decided—in the first heat Bostona led off, and main- 
tained the lead the whole way, winning by a length. In the second heat 
she again went in front, Shark trailing as before, ata merry pace; he 
couid not get up to the mare, however, although he made a tremendous ef- 
fort from the distance post, in the third mile. Just at this point the race 
became exceedingly interesting—the game of Shark was showing itself at 
every jump, persevered with as he was to the finish, whilst Bostona bound- 
ed along at a speed seldom witnessed at the end of such a loog race, and 
through such heavy ground. Shark, though beaten, is not dishonored. 
He made, upon the whole, a fine race—the best, perhaps, that he has made 
upon this track. Of Bostona, we need only say she is worthy her sire, and 
having so recently defeated Fashion, may now be regarded, perhaps, as one 
of the best four mile nags in our country. We understand she has friends 
willing to back her for a smaili sum, could a match be made up. _ 

This event being over, the preliminary preparatious commenced for the 
second race on the card, which was for the Sweepstakes for three year 
oids. On the drum beating for saddiing but two made their appearance, 
Ool. Hampton’s nomination and Mr. Tally’s—the others paid forfeit. Mr. 
Singleton’s Convention filly was quite amiss last evening, and Mr. Green’s 
Clarion colt was reserved, we presume, for some other and softer place. 
The winner, it will be perceived, is a Monarch—we saw her when quite 
young, a Very neat pretty thing, with so much promise that we ventured 
the remark, then, that if the gentleman that bred her had not a nonpareil, 
then, he never had, and never would haveone. She is destined, we think, 
to be distinguished onthe Turf, and to increase the public estimation of 
Monarch asa stallion. She has been christened ‘* Millwood,” after the 
country seat of her popular owner.

Mr. Baker’s 
horse refused the fence and went through the gateway, thereby disqualify- 
ing him even if he had won, Mr. Hall still leading over the next five or six 
fences past the cow heuse, where he ought to have turned to the right, but 
went on too far, and having to jump another awkward fence, thereby gave 
Mr. Baker the lead; but in crossing the Risboro’ road his horse turned to 
the right, and Mr. Hall again showed in front over tke road down the long 
meadows at a merry pace, bearing to the left over a good fair hunting fence 
and ditch, which Mr. Baker did not fancy, jumping two in preference and 
saluting mother earth to boot. He was, however, soon up again and at 
work, following the Mummy over the extreme fence at a respectful dis- 
tance, round the turning flag and up the long meadows. Here Mr. Hall 
very judiciously took a pull at his horse, allowing Mr. Baker to make up 
some of his lost ground. In jumping out of the long meadow Mr. Hall 
went at a place in the fence near the gate, his horse swerving as before, 
but jumped the gate cleverly again, Mr. Baker’s nag fancying the stile to 
the right, but not ina very stylish way, he hitting the top bar and falling 
on his nose, throwing his rider over his head. Nothing daunted he went 
at it again, though his chance of catching the Mummy was a feeble one, 
over the next three or four fences leading into the field next to the one the 
winning flag was placed in; his horse came down again a terrific burster, 
leaving Mr. Hall to canter in an easy winner. , 

The line was a capital one, with about 27 leaps, over rather more than 
three miles and a half of fair hunting country, all grass, with the exception 
of about fifty yards.

HUNTING IN ALGERIA. 

An Algiers journal gives the fellowing account of a panther hunt :—On 
the morning of the 12th a young man of the commune of St. Amelie, 
named Rutty, set some snares in the environs for Jackals, but, on going 
some time afterwards with his brother, to examine whether any were 
caught, was surprised on finding that the snares had been removed. The 
two young men, in seeking about for them, arrived at a small ravine called 
La Fontaine des Trembles, where a panther sprang suddenly upon them, 
and slightly tore one of them ; but by their joint resistance, the animal was 
driven off. On returning to the village and yiving the alarm, 14 of the in- 
habitants, directed by young Rutty, who was not wounded, and his father, 
went to the spot with all the arms they could collect, in search of the pan- 
ther. Dogs having been turned info the thicket, the panther sprung out, 
and immediately received six shots from as many guns, but was able to 
make a second spring, aod was met with a second discharge, which, how- 
ever, did not kill him, and he was able to reach the top of a hill, on which 
two men named Vachette and Guillermain had posted themselves. They 
both fired at him point blank, and both shots told. Still the panther had 
strength enough to seize Guillermaia and pull him down. Vachette went 
to his rescue, and a frightful struggle ensued between the two men and the 
beast. Guillermain was severely torn, but Vachette, who preserved his 
self- possession, thrust his hand and arm up to the shoulder into the throat 
of the panther, and thus held it till the dogs came up and attacked it, and 
kept it at bay till the hunters arrived, and at last killed it. The wounded 
men were taken, but with great difficulty, back to the village The in- 
habitants afterwards came to an unanimous resolution that the whole of the 
reward granted by the Government for killing a panther should be given 
to the wounded, that their lands should be ploughed and sown for them, 
and that a collection, made for them at the instant, should be given to them 
towards their support till their recovery. [n the night of the 12th another

The officer, believing him dead, prepared to quit 
the field, but Bem, whe had received the ball in the right hip, turned over 
on his left side, raised himself on his elbow and said, ‘‘ Stop, comrade, it 
is my turn now. Take your place.” 

The officer did so, and in amoment fell, shot through the heart. Bem 
lingered long under the wound. The bali could not be extracted. During 
20 years he®suffered excruciating torments from its presence, and at last 
resolved on proceeding to London to consult the faculty there. He was 
told that an operation, to be successful, must be a painful one. He at once 
said he would submit to it. He was accordingly thrown by ether into a 
state of stupor, and the operation commenced.
